REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Your local organization to prevent and extinguish 
brush and woods fires is glad to report a good year 
of forest protection in 1948. In spite of danger condi- 
tions nearly equalling at times those of 1947 when 
great losses were suffered in New Hampshire and New 
England, fire damage and loss this year have been 
gratifyingly low. 

With the continuing cooperation of all the people, 
we can hope to have another successful year in 1949. 
Let us remember that in any year, over... 90% of all 
fires are caused by carelessness and that all of these 
man-caused fires are preventable. 

Today, we have more slash and uncut grassland 
than for many years in the past. Smokers, campers 
and tourists who use our outdoors are also more numer- 
ous than ever before. We must therefore be ready 
for fires which might occur but, above all, prevention 
by everyone is the greatest need. 

A few simple precautions taken by every citizen 
will help, as follows: 

(1) Always get a written permit from the war- 
den before kindling a fire outdoors when the ground 
is not covered with snow. 

(2) If you smoke, always extinguish matches 
and tobacco before dropping or throwing them down. 
In automobiles, always use the ash trays. 

(83) Report fires and smokes to the warden with- 
out delay. 

The observance of these and other simple rules will 
go far to insure safety from fire damage and your 
cooperation in this way is earnestly solicited.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the Sunapee School Board: 

I herewith submit my first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 

Enrollment 

There is approximately a 20% increase in the number of 
pupils enrolled in the first grade this year. This is in keeping 
with a nation-wide trend of larger enrollments in the element- 
ary school. 

This year for the first time the annual school census included 
an enumeration of children from birth to 5 years as well as 
those from 5-16. Indications from the census are that we are 
likely to have larger entering first grade classes for some 
years to come. 

Teachers 

The problem of obtaining and keeping competent teachers 
continues to be the most important one in our schools today. 
Fortunately the supply of secondary teachers, except in certain 
specialized fields, is much greater. However, the small number 
of elementary teachers available creates the real problem, es- 
pecially when the elementary enrollment continues to raise. 
The two state teachers colleges which naturally should furnish 
the bulk of the replacements necessary will have less than 25 
elementary graduates this June. Normally there is an elemen- 
tary turnover in this state of between 150-200. Thus it can be 
seen that the demand in this field will far exceed the sup- 
ply. 

We were more fortunate than most communities in the 
small number of vacancies on the teacher staff. Mr. David Sher- 
burne, a graduate of Keene Teachers College replaced Mr. Paiazi 
Querim as teacher of Social Studies and Mathematics. Mrs. 
Agnes Sherburne replaced Miss June Kneeland as teacher of 
Home Economics. 

We are no longer combining with Newport in the employment 
of a Music Supervisor. However it was possible to secure the 
services of Mrs. Alberta Fisher of New London who also con- 
ducts the music program in the schools of that town. It has been 
possible to increase the musical offering in both high school 
and the grades as the supervisor is now on a two-day per week 
basis.

Course of Study 

Several new courses have been added to the high school cur- 
riculum. A course in General Mathematics is now being offered 
especially for students who will not need algebra and advance 
mathematics. Half-year courses in Commercial Law and Sales- 
manship are being offered this year. Junior-Senior Shop has 
been set up on a two-year basis to cover the work in Auto 
Mechanics and Electricity. Both of these subjects will be taught 
concurrently to allow greater use of the equipment rather than 
to teach one subject one year and the other the next. 

These changes have been made in an attempt to better meet 
the needs of pupils and provide them with an education that is 
practical as well as theoretical. 

Lunch Program 

The hot lunch program appears to have become a permanent 
part of the school program. Our program is hampered in that 
the kitchen must be shared with the home economics classes. 
Any future plans for expansion should seriously consider the 
provision of a separate cafeteria. 

It has been possible to keep the pupil’s cost per meal at last 
year’s rate only by the generous donations of money and sup- 
plies from local persons and organizations. The federal govern- 
ment reimburses at the rate of nine cents per meal. 

The expenses of the program for 1947-48 were: Food, $1,- 
826.28; Labor, $789.88; Equipment, $90.35; Freight and Mis- 
cellaneous, $43.75; Total, $2,750.21. 

Repairs 

The outside woodwork was given two coats of paint—much 
improving the appearance of the building. The floors of one 
classroom and the first-floor corridor were sanded and re-finish- 
ed. Minor repairs and painting were taken care of by the 
janitor. 

New Equipment 

35 movable desk and chair units were purchased for the 
high school. One primary table and 12 primary chairs were ob- 
tained for the lower grade rooms. Bleachers for the gymnasium 
were constructed locally, adding greatly to the seating capacity 
at basketball games and other functions. 

A partial list of government surplus property received dur- 
ing the year includes the following: 1 cutter, 2 drawing pens, 
2 remote control units, 1 receiver, 3 transmitters, 1 antenna, 2 
transformers, 6 racks of receivers, 5 transmitter control boxes, 
32 electrical connectors, 4 rubber gaskets, 2 6-line portable 
field type telephone switchboards, 1 test set, 1 fan assembly, 
2 radio transmitters, 2 hand phone sets, 1 Remington-Rand 
typewriter, 1 motor generator set, 1 opaque projector, 1 15-in. 
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cooking fork, 3 bread knives, 5 butchers knives, 3 ladles, 1 cake 
pan, 2 pie pans, 1 strainer, 2 wire whips. 
Bartlett Playground 

Ex-Governor John H. Bartlett has continued to show his in- 
terest in the schools and town by the completion of the Bartlett 
Playground. Through his generosity there is now a cement plat- 
form in front of the rostrum. Wooden benches have also been 
constructed. 

Last fall a most successful pageant depicting the History 
of Sunapee was presented by pupils of the Central School under 
the capable direction of Mrs. Clyde Colcord. All expenses of this 
program were borne by Mr. Bartlett. 

Bartlett Prize Speaking 

The annual Bartlett Prize Speaking contest was held as usual. 
The results were as follows: First, John Sargent, “The Mad- 
man’s Story;” Second, Barbara Schultz, “The Littlest Angel;” 
Third, Barbara Bombard, “The Snow Goose.’ 

Citizenship Award 

The Citizenship Award, presented annually by the Sons of the 
American Revolution to the outstanding pupil in grade eight 
was won by Ellen Cady. 

Workshop-Extension Course 

A three-day workshop for elementary teachers was held Nov- 
ember 29—December 1. This institution was conducted by Dr. 
Gertrude Lewis, Director of Elementary Education,. State 
Board of Education. The work in Social Studies for Grades 1-8 
was considered and the teachers had an opportunity to work 
out a co-ordinated course in this area of work. 

In keeping with the state-wide program in in-service training 
for teachers, we expect to offer an extension course in Mental 
Hygiene later in the year. This course will be conducted by Dr. 
Anna Philbrook who is recognized as an authority in this field. 

Conclusion 

The schools—like other business—have felt the effects of 
higher costs and rising prices. School budgets must be in- 
creased if we are to continue to provide as good a school pro- 
gram. 

I wish to express my appreciation for the cooperation re- 
ceived during the past year from the school staff, together 
with the loyal support of the School Board, and the continued 
interest of the other citizens in the welfare of the Sunapee 
schools.
